Diversion of state highway funas 
as a means of paying off a state 
deficit of $6,200,000 received a double- 
barreled jolt Wednesday afternoon 
when the house ways and means com- 
mittee and the house appropriations 
committee, meeting at the same time 
in separate rooms of the capitol, 
voted decisively against two bills 
more or less indirectly aimed to take 
the road money and apply it to unpaid 
appropriations. 

One of the bills, the Lane bill to 
place all tax money into the general 
trensury to be apportioned at the di- 
rection of the governor, which already 
had been passed in the senate, was 
rejected by the house appropriations 
committee by a vote of 24 to 5 and 
promptly theréatcer the Maynard bill, 


a companion measure, first introduced 
in the house, was defeated by a 
unanimously adverse yote.

The senate had 
adjourned immediately after being 
notified of Senator Ham's death. 

Dual defeat of diversion bills, by 
surprisingly large yotes, coupled with 
recurring reports that the senate is 
turning to the rental discount plan, 
heartened advocates of selling the rail- 
road rentals and, while developments 
Wednesday pointed to a possible delay 
of a house vote until Tuesday, t 
ultimate passage of the ten-year bill 
by the house seemed assured. It then 
will be sent to the senate, probably 
Wednesday of next week, where it 
will come up for extended debate in 
the upper branch after the finance 
committee has had an opportunity to 
pass upon it. 

Another flare-up in the fight be- 
tween Representative H. B. Edwards 
and various state departments engaged 
the house for 20 minutes Wednesday, 
just before it resolved itself into a 
committee of the whole, with Repre- 
sentative Tucker presiding, to resume 
work on the railroad discount bill. 

Edwards Attacks Mobley. 

Edwards, who last week secured the 
passage of a resolution asking infor- 
mation of certain sums paid by state 
departments to Judge Orville A. Park, 
special counsel of the Georgia Tax Re- 
vision Association, and his associates, 
took the floor on a point of personal 
privilege to reply to information fur- 
nished the house by A. B. Mobley, 
state superintendent of banks, with 
respect to the employment of Park 
and his assoviates.

Garsaud and Draper Are

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—-()~ 
The contest between President Hoo- 
ver and the senate over the power 
commission members narrowed today 
to Chairman Smith. 

Although Mr. Hoover has refused 
the. senate’s request to return the 
nominations of Chairman Smith and 
Commissioners 
Claude L. Draper, the senate today 
proceeded to vote upon them.again. 

Smith was rejected, 40 to 33, but 
Garsaud and Draper were reconfirmed. 
The vote on Garsaud was 39 to 35 
and on Draper, 39 to 36. 

With the controversy thus centered 
on Smith, the senate began debate on 
a resolution by Senator Walsh, demo- 
crat, Montana, to test in the courts 
his right to office. The issue involved 
is unprecedented in American history. 
The senate recessed without voting on 
this resolution. 

The dispute arose after the dis- 
missal of Solicitor Charles A. Russell 
and Chief Accountant William  YV. 
King, of the commission. King has 
been reinstated, 

No debate preceded the voting to- 
day. Senator Walsh simply said con- 
sideration of the nominations was 
“one step” in the move toward a 
court decision and called attention to 
his resolution providing for instigat- 
ing legal proceedings. 

On the Smith vote, 10 republicans 
and Senat Shipstead, farmer-labor, 
voted with the democrats to reject his 
nomination.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—(P)— 


General opposition of business organ- 


izations to.a special session of con- 
gress was reflected today inc a.muni- 
cations made public by the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States. 

Announcing the result of an inquiry 
it had made of commercial and trade 
associations, the chamber said: 

“Of the hundreds of replies received, 
not more than a score suggested that 
a special session would be beneficial 
to business and an even smaller num- 
ber expressed the opinion that an ex- 
tra session would make no difference 
one way or the other.” 

“The expressions generally do not 
go into the merits of legislation now 
pending,” it said, “the strongly pre- 
ponderant view is that before March 
4 congress should pass all measures 
congress considers necessary. 

“The question as put to member 
organizations was as follows: 

“Would a special session of congress 
be an important factor likely to in- 
fluence businesg recovery?” 

From the larger cities the response 
was particularly hostile to the ses- 
San Francisco Chamber of 
“unnecessary and disturbing to bus- 
iness.” A similar organization in Den- 
ver replied that “A special session 
would do as much as anything else 
to retard economic recovery.” 

“A special session of congress would 
be most disturbing to business,” the 
Chicago Board of Trade responded. 
“The legislative uncertainty in Wash- 
ington is such that an extra session 
of congress would have a strong ten- 
dency to defer a marked improvement 
in business.”

{ganizations of businessmen in New

$10,000,000 1S ASKED 
FOR HOSPITAL BEDS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(#)—A 
$10,000,000 program to take care of 
2,797 additional beds in veterans’ hos- 
pitals was.recommended to a house 
veterans’ subcommittee today by Vet- 
erans’ Administrator Hines. 

He based his request for “imimedi- 
ate consideration” of the appropria- 
tion on his estimate that by 1935 
some 6,000 additional beds will be 
needed and that approximately 129.- 
859 World War veterans will need 
hospitalization by 1950. 

Expansion of several southern hos- 
pitals was included in his recommen- 
dation as follows: 

Augusta, Ga., 146 beds, $220,000; 
Tuskegee, Ala., 146 beds, $280,000: 
South Carolina, new hospital and 
regional office, 300 beds, $1,300,000. 

The $2,000,000 already appropriated 
for a southern hospital, and which 
the federal board of hospitalization an- 
nounced yesterday will be allotted to 
three southern states, will be divided 
as soon as Mr. Hines gives instruc- 
tions for a survey which will deter- 
mine the amount to be given each. 

The money will be divided between 
Tuskegee, Ala., for added facilities and 
domiciliary barracks, and Lake City, 
Fla., and Gulfport, Miss., where new 
plants will be built or hospitals add- 

to. 

Mr. Hines recommended 135 addi- 
tional beds for Mississippi by 1935, 
although he made no mention of a 
site,

ATLANTANS TO CONTINUE 
SEEKING SOLDIERS’ HOME 


Efforts to have. the government 
erect a national soldiers’ and sailors’ 
home in or near Atlanta will not 
cease, notwithstanding the action of 
congress in diverting $2,000,000 for 
this purpose to hospitalization proj- 
ect in the southeast, it was announced 
Wednesday by Sam C. Crane, secre- 
tary of the National Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Home committee for disabled 
veterans of all. wars. 

In a statement made public Mr. 
Crane said: 

“The fight for the location of a na- 
tional home in the southeast, in or 
near Atlanta, will be continved. The 
action of the hospitalization Board in 
diverting the fund of $2,000,000 to 
hospital purposes alone as passed by 
congress certainly doesn’t settle the 
question of location of this home, but 
this action, in my mind, was brought 
forward because of the confusion of 
the southeastern: states, all of which 
desired the home to be located in their 
midst. These states lost sight of the 
fact that when the movement began 
more than five years past no one out- 
side of Atlanta wanted such a home, 
and to avoid: this confusion for the 
present we must all be satisfied in At- 
lanta.

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LOW COST ATTRIBUTED 
T0 LAND CULTIVATION 


TOCCOA, Ga., Feb. 4.-—A. P. 
Johns, who recently was awarded first 
prize by the Georgia State College 
of Agriculture in the fiveacre “more 
and better cotton per acre’ contest, 
produced 6,856 pounds of lint cotton 
on his five acres at a cost of 4.8 
cents per pound, Mr. Johns attributes 
his high yield and low cost of produc- 
tion to thorough preparation of the 
land before planting, the use of se- 
lected seed, intensive cultivation and 
liberal and judicious applications of 
high-grade commercial fertilizer. 

The land for this crop was broken 
flat in early March with a tractor and 
10-inch turning plows. On April 8 
the land was laid off in rows 3 feet 
9 inches apart, and 100 pounds of 
calcium cyanamid was applied in the 
water furrow. About 10 days later 
200 pounds of xmmonia (13 per cent) 
and phosphoric acid (46 per cent) 
were mixed with 80 pounds of muriate 
of potash and applied in the same 


furrow as the cynanhmid. The ferti- 
lizer application was followed by a 
buzzard-winged sweep to thoroughly 
mix the fertilizer and soil, and four 
furrows were thrown together with 
eight-inch turning plows to make the 
beds. The cotton was planted April 
23, using one bushel of 6-B seed per 
acre. Preparation for planting con- 
sisted of running a section harrow 
diagonally across the rows to freshen 
the beds. 

Due to cold weather, Mr. Johns did 
not obtain a perfect stand, but re- 
planted the missing places with a 
hoe.. The first cultivation was made 
with a spring-tooth cultivator. just 
after the cotton came out ofthe 
ground, The cotton vaEoue May 
14, leaving one to two stalks to the 
hill, 12 to 15 inches apart. Cultiva- 
tions were made every week or 10 
days throughout the growing season, 
very shallow, with buzzard-wfhged 
sweeps. At the first cultivation after 
chopping, the cotton was side-dressed 
with 120 pounds of potash. mixture 
analyzing 15-15-12.5. Mr. Johns ap- 
plied a second side-dressing applica- 
tion, consisting of 120 pounds of pot- 
ash mixture when the plants were 
setting their first squares. 

Mr. Johns. says he has produced 
more than two bales per acre over a 
fi.e-year period. His production on 
the five acres was eight bales in 
1926, eight and one-half bales in 
1927, nine bales in 1928, 101-2 bales 
in 1929 and the record yield of more 
than 13 1-2 bales of staple cotton in

GIANT PLANE DIVES

PLYMOUTH, England, Feb. 4.— 
(P)-—-A giant seaplane of the royal 
air force, carrying 12 men on firing 
practice, plunged into the waters of 
Batten bay today with a loss of nine 
lives and injuries to two. One man 
escaped unhurt.

The first two 
groups were provided with a satisfac- 
tory diet, except no sugar was. al- 
lowed, that is, not more than was 
used to make the regular meals palat- 
able. Milk, fruit and the greens or 
green vegetables were the important 
items of the diet. These children 
were also required to use an atiseptic 
mouthwash daily. A third group, 
public school children, were required 


_to_use the antiseptic mouthwash daily, 
| but their diet was not controlled or 
regulated. 


The fourth group, children 
in a state public school, were provid- 
ed with an unusually good though 
not ideal diet, and not required te use 
the antiseptic mouthwash. The fifth 
group were not regulated or controll- 
ed in any way—diet. or mouth anti- 
sepsis. 

Now let us see what general effects 
these observers found in these various 
groups of children. 


After a year the first two groups of 
children contained 79 to 80 per cent 
ef children free from tooth decay, and 
5 and 6 per cent, with very marked 
cavities. The third group, who used 
the antiseptic mouthwash but no par- 
ticular diet, contained 50 per cent of 
children with active caries and only 
25 per cent with no cavities. The 
fourth group, who had used no mouth 
antisepsis and had received just an 
ordinary good diet, contained 75 per 
cent of ehildren with normal mouths 
and 6.per cent with active caries, The 
fifth group, just a control group with- 
out any regulation of diet or mouth 
antisepsis, contained 49 per cent of 
children with active caries and 18 per 
cent free from cavities. 

From this actual test on human be- 
ings we may safely deduce that mouth 
antisepsis is of little if any value in 
the preservation of the feeth, but a

The visitors were awed but the ma- 
jority of the gambling, was done in 
a hall near the cloak room where 
nickel, dime and quarter slot ma- 
chines lined the wall. 

However, this was only the open- 
ing night and the public was invited. 
The ship was to be operated thereaft- 
er’ as an exclusive club and admit- 
tance was by card only. Cards were 
discreetly distributed in St. Peters- 
burg, Tampa, Belleair, Clearwater and 
other nearby cities. But the crowds 
failed to come. First rough weather 
was blamed and then the operators 
found difficulty in getting their ship- 
to-shore speed boats over the bar at 
John’s lass. The Monte Carlo was 
moved southward some six miles to 
a point off Pass-a-Grille and a new 
shore contact established. Still the 
customers didn’t come. 


Advertisements began to appear an- 
nouncing that the Monte Carlo would 
be open to the public—with the excep- 
tion of the exquisitely appointed blue 
room where play was for high stakes, 
where there was play—and later the 
boat was frankly converted into a 
night club and gambling resort. With 
the conversion into a night club, an- 
other opening was held and every- 
thing was free. That is the water taxi 
service was free and there was no 
cover charge. The biggest crowd in its 
short history attended, danced, played 
the slot machines and took the free 
ride back to land.

U n the receipt of the cable from 
ashington about the disagreement 
between Petain and myself, I wrote 
at o to M. Clemenceau quoting the 
cable and adding:

My dear General:

I found myself 
in the position of cabling to the 
ambassador of France at Wash- 
ington because the two contra- 
dictory responses which I had re- 
ceived from General Petain and 
from yourself, when you did me 
the honor of calling on me, oblig- 
ed me, in the interest of the com- 
mon cause, to seek an arbitration 
between the two commanders-in- 
chief. 

I need not conceal that I placed 
full confidence in the American 
government with regard to this. 
However, it was not to the Amer- 
ican government that I addressed 
myself. I cabled to the ambassa- 
dor of France, which was my — 
right and my duty, in order to 
give him directions for the con- 
versations which might take place 
either with the secretary of war 
or with the president of the 
United States. f 

It might very well have hap-. 
pened that later on I should have 
addressed the American govern- 
ment, but I insist, on this point, 
that I have done nothing of the 
sort. I had not authorized the 
ambassador of France to read all 
or part of my dispatch to the 
secretary of war. I regret that he 
did so, but I do not disavow any- 
thing that I wrote. 

I am giving you here the ex- 
planation which I owe.you and I 
am going to exercise all the pa- 
tience of which I am capable in 
awaiting the good news that the 
American commander and the 
French commander have finally 
agreed on a question which may 
be vital to the outeome of the 
war.

For Chief of Staff. 


Have now definite understand- 
ing with French satisfactory to 
them and to me that our divi- 
sions now in France shall com- 
plete their training as already be- 
gun.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—(7)—A

“shut him off’ he heard something 
that sounded: like “fiery cussing 
words.”

General Von Steuben, the new 
North German ‘Lloyd steamship, 
scheduled to sail for New York today 
on her first trans-Atigntic voyage.

Gear Fixed, Campbell 
Awaits Chance To Set 
New Speed Mark. 


By Ted Gill. 


DAYTONA BACH, Fla. Feb. 4. 
(P)—Captain Malcolm Campbell,. king 
ot the world’s fastest race car drivers, 
was again prevented from making his 
proposed attack upon. the’ land speed 
record today because of a high wind 
that swept the hine-mile course on 
the natural speedway here. 


Whistling out of the north at a 
velocity estimated by the driver at 
between 35 and 40 miles an hour, the 
wind blew a steady stream of white 
sand across the course from the near- 
by dunes, 
steering difficult at high speed. 


Had he taken his huge racing ma- 
chine on the beach today, he said the 
sand also would have lodged in his 
air intake valves and probably dam- 
aged his motor, 


WAVES IN HIGH. 

The wind, too, held the ocean’s 
waves in fairly high on the course and 
even at low tide the beach was nar- 
row. 

Given a good beach and ideal weath- 
er, Campbell hopes to be able to rake 
his assault upon the record of 231 
miles an hour tomorrow afternoon. 
Low tide then occurs about 3:45 
p. m., but he probably would be able 
to get his -car on the. course an. hour 
or two before that time. 

The “ighest official speed Campbell 
has attained on practice runs is 194

YOUNG URGES RESERVE. 
TD SUPERVISE BANKS 


BY D. HAROLD OLIVER. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(#)—Na- 
tionalization of all banks of deposit 
under supervision of the federal re- 
serve system was proposed today by. 
Owen D. Young, New York financier, 
as a major step toward development 
of a “sound” banking policy to pre- 
vent recurring economic disasters. 
“Then, for the first time,” he said, 
‘‘we shall be able to fix responsibility 
somewhere for a sound banking sys- 
tem.” 
This was included among a series 
of proposals and suggestions presented 
by the author of the Young plan for 


German reparations payments to the 
senate banking investigating commit- 
tee which is considering changes in 
existing law to curb large scale stock 
market gambling. 

The financier told the committee 


. 
the country could not go along under 


49 different banking systems and if 
corrective measures could not be ap- 
plied by legislation then an amend- 
ment to the constitution should be 
enacted, 

“We have seen thousands of bank 
failures,” he said, “and it is a reflec- 
tion on the American people if they 
can’t get protection against this. con- 
dition, and this in a period of pros- 
perity—of disturbed economic condi- 
tions, it. is true—but of prosperity. 
If it finally is decided that the fed- 
eral government hasn’t authority to 
correct this I see no way out except 
through amendment of the constitu- 
tion. 

With control under one authority, 
he said, this would “at once mobilize 
all of our banking: reserves into one 
ee system, which is as it should 
e,”’ 


Young, who is a director of the fed- 
eral reserve bank of New York, said 
the reserve system should have power 
to examine, discipline and even expel 
member banks. 

“One of the weaknesses of the bank- 
ing system at present, in addition to 
the competition between the 
ments for charters,” he said, “is the 
natural hesitation of the federal re- 
serve banks, in the absence of clear- 
ly expressed powers, to require the 
correction of undesirable practices 
within the law in state banks, par- 
ticularly lest they withdraw from the 
system and thereby weaken its re- 
sources and general influence. 

“The designation, ‘member of the 
federal reserve system’ remains there,” 
hecontinued, “on the window of such 
a bank, implying a degree of system 
supervision which-is not authorized, 
and which in fact does not exist. 

Young ‘sdid the réserve system 
should. learn to “act more quickly” 
to check “orgies of speculation,” such 
as occurred in 1927 and 1928. He 
expressed the opinion the low reédis- 
count rates in the latter half of 1927 
and early 1928 were justified but he 
thought they were continued too long.

DRY LAW “HYPOCRISY’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4-—@)— 
Senator Tydings, democrat, Maryland, 
opened an attack on prohibition in the 
senate today by reading amid laugh- 
ter from the galleries a circular he 
had -received fgom' a grape products 
company. 

The. Marylander read from the cir- 
cular a list. of wimes, saying it gave 
information on the making of bever- 
ages containing 20 per cent alcohol. 

He told Senator Howell, republican, 
Nebraska, author of a bill for stricter 
prohibition enforcement for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, that he balked at 
4 per cent beer but did nothing about 
20 per cent wine. 

Tydings was asked by Senator 
Wheeler, democrat, Montana, if the 
concern to which he referred was rep- 
resented by Mabel Walker Wille- 
brandt, former assistant attorney-gen- 
eral in charge of prohibition. The 
Marylander “thought so” but was not 
sure. . 

Tydings laid stress on parts of the 
letter which said the product was legal] 
under section 29 of the national pro- 
hibition act. 

Shortly before Senator Hawes, 
democrat, Missouri, had introduced an 
amendment to the Howell bill to end 
wire-tapping by dry agents in the 
District ‘of Columbia. 

Tydings challenged any senator to 
maintain the manufacture of 20 per 
cent wine was not a violation of the 
18th amendment. : : 

When no one responded, he said “I 
take it for granted fhe 18th amend- 
ment is being violated with the knowl- 
edge and consent of the senate. 

‘That’s the kind of hypocrisy we've 
come to,” he said. “We no longer 
consider the alcoholic content but the 
name. 

Tydings said the worst feature was 
the farm board’s providing $20,000,000 
to aid the grape industry.
